In the city of New York, in what 
maybe called thooffice building district 
below Chambers street, whero the popu­ 
lation of a good sized town is gathered 
tier on tier within tho ground an'a of a 
common city lot, young women swarm. 
Morniug and evening the streets are 
crowded w ith them. Farther up town, 
for at least a couple of miles, at the 
same hours a large proportion of the 
crowds that stream along the streets are 
young women also, these mostly of 
w hat is known as the shopgirl class. 
These are now common fights of city 
life, bat a man need not be very old— 
at least I hopi' not—to remember when 
the sight of a hnlf dozen young women 
in tho neighborhood of Wall street was 
a novel and exciting event, and when, 
in the up town stores, evfn in those de­ 
voted to the sale of tlv* most esoteric 
constituents of woman’s attire, women 
were found as customers only and were 
waited upon, more or Ie** skillfully, by 
persons of the superior sex. 
Statistics, as I have said, are not re­ 
quired to prove the change. 
They are, 
however, useful to measure its extent 
Take the figures of the census of 1890 
w ith reference to the number of those 
engaged in what are closed as gainful 
occupations. 
The total is 22,733,661. 
It was 17,392,099 in 1880, an advance 
of 30.72 per cent 
The increase in the 
number of mules engaged in gainful oc­ 
cupations was 27.64 per cent, but the 
increase in the number of females was 
47.68 per rent. As the Increase in total 
population for the ear ae period was a 
trifle under 25 per cent it will be seen 
how very marked waf the influx of 
women in the income fam ing occupa­ 
tions. If now wo turn to the employ­ 
ments as classified in the census reports 
we find tho following ratios of increase 
prevail: 
Professional 
services, 
men 
48.53 per cent, women 75.84 percent; 
domestic and personal service, men 
15.97 percent, women 41.15 percent; 
manufacturing aud mechanical indus­ 
tries, men 46.01 per cent, women 62.87 
per cent; trade and transportation, men 
71.75 per cent, women 263.25 per cent. 
These percentages would of course be 
misleading if the total'* were disregard- j

POLAR E X P E D IT IO N . 


Perils T hat A w ait 
th e 
T raveler In the 
F ar N orth. 
News from the polar expedition cf 
Sir Martin Conway explains once more 
the perils that lie ahead of anyone 
who ventures into the polar regions. 
Sir Martin’s company in June 
came 
upon two surviving members of a crew 
of four Norwegian sealers, who had 
blet disaster off Cape Staraschin. They 
stayed too late in the season and the 
ice came and embraced their vessel. 
They lived aboard of her until the sun 
went below the horizon for its six 
months’ trip south. 
Every day they 
had fine sport shooting white bears 
and reindeer, and they thought they 
could get through the 
winter 
alive. 
But the ship began to break up. They 
dug a place in the sand of the beach 
and roofed it over with sail cloth. They 
gathered 
their 
seventy carcasses 
of 
reindeer and placed them in a heap, 
needing no refrigerator. 
All the coal 
that was in the ship they transferred 
to the little hovel and settled down to 
wait for the end of the half year of 
night. In January their coal gave out. 
They knew of a coal seam back on 
Spitzenborgen and set forth one day 
to 
find 
it. 
After 
fourteen 
hours 
of fast walking they reached a shelter 
built by some early exploring party. 
One of the men was so badly frost­ 
bitten that they couldn’t proceed far­ 
ther. 
Two weeks they waited there 
for him to recover. 
Then they were 
compelled to return to their first camp 
to get food, leaving as much as could 
be spared for the sick man. 
In 
endeavoring to return to their 
comrades they were for twelve days 
buffeted by bad weather. 
When they 
did get back to him they found him in 
a painful condition. His nose wras gone; 
his feet and hands were black; he was 
almost dead.
